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THE MISSIONARY WOMEN, 


Who Are Now in Annual Session in Fort 
Worth, Tex. . 

Fort Wortn, Tex., June 9.—[{Special.}— 
At 9 o’clock this morning the first regular bus- 
iness session of the Woman's Board of Mis- 
sions, Methodist Episcopal church south, began 
in the auditorium of the First Methodist Epis- 
copal church. The venerable president is pre- 
siding, assisted by Mrs. Maria Wightman, 
widow of Bishop Wightman. Thirteen years 
ago last May the urst seeds of this woman's 
work were sown by this lady and Mrs. Hays, 
among a mere handful of consecrated women 
in the basement of Trinity church, Atlanta. 
The general conference held the same month 
in Atlanta, formally organized it, and the 
north Georgia conference organization was the 
first established outgrowth in the south of this 
movement of woman’s work for woman. 
Today each board has mission fields in 
China, Brazil, Mexico and the Indian 
territory, which it maintains at an annual out- 
lay of from $60,000 to $65,000. Thirty-one 
later missionaries and assistants are kept in 
the fields. Of the $83,000 raised during the 
past year, the largest amount was by the north 
Georgia conference, $6,934.

THE EMPEROR IN DANGER. 


Lightning Strikes the Soldiers While He 
Was Reviewing Them. 

BERLIx, June 9.—Military and other circles 
here and elsewhere are discussing the strange 
and fatal accident which occurred at Tempel- 
hof at 9 o’clock this morning in the presence 
of the emperor. From dispatches received 
here it seems that a party of grenadiers were 
being exercised by the emperor at the morn- 
ing drill on the parade ground. While the 
men were being put through their exercises a 
vivid flash of lightning, followed by a deafen- 
ing thunder clap, startled and half blinded 
the men {on parade and hurled a number to 
the ground. When the men who had not been 
struck by the electric fluid had sufficiently re- 
covered their presence of mind, they went to 
the assistance of their stricken comrades, and 
it was found that the officer in command, 
Captain Von Quast, and three soldiers were 
insensible. Two of the latter died almost im- 
mediately afterwards and Captain Von Quast 
and the other soldier who was struck were 
dangerously injured. A horse was also 
killed. 

It is supposed the rifle barrels and bayonets 
of the soldiers attracted the electricity which 
caused such fatal results. 


GOSSIP FROM GERMANY. 


A Publication Which Caused a Little Sen- 
sation. 

Beri, June 9.—A sensation has been 
caused by the publication in “Life of Dunker“ 
of a letter from the late Emperor Frederick to

SEVERAL BAD ACCIDENTS ON THE RAIL 


The Damage to Property and Persons by the 
Flames, on the Rail and by Explosions. 
The Day’s Casualties. 


. Parsons, Kan., June 9.—The most disas- 
trous wreck that ever occurred on the Mis- 
souri, Kansas and Texas took place yesterday 
between Savannah and Frink. Three men 
were burned to a crisp and six injured, some 
of them, it is thought, fatally. Two engines 
were totally demolished, and the wreck took 
fire and thirty cars burned. Two freight 
trains were ordered to pass at Frink. One of 
them arrived at the station ahead of the other, 
and the engineer seeing a train on a sidetrack, 
supposed it was the train he had orders to 
pass, and did not stop for orders, One of the 
men burned to death was the head brakeman, 
and the other two are unknown. The brake- 
man could only be identified by the finding of 
a switch key on his body, 

Wreck on the Burlington and Missouri. 

Kansas Crry, Mo., June 9.—A Star's St. 
Joseph, Mo., special says: A serious wreck 


occurred on the Burlington and Missouri rail- 


road directly across the river from the water- 
works pumphouse early this morning. Just 
as a passenger train was passing under the 
bluff at that point an immense mass of dirt and 
rock came crashing down the steep bank, strik- 
ing the locomotive and mail car, knocking 
them off the track and completely wrecking 
both. The engineer and fireman were 
seriously injured. The engineer is thought to 
be fatally hurt. Another railroad employe 
received a fractured arm. The reservoirs 
the waterworks company, which are directly 
above the landslide, are in great danger of 
collapsing.

SIR WILLIAM LOSES AND THE 
PRINCE TAKES THE STAKES, 


LORD COLERIDGE’S PARTIAL CHARGE. 


Ladies in the Court Hiss the Verdict When 
It Is Bead Out—The Prince's Ova- 
tion on Ascot Heath. 


Loxpox, June 9,—The jury in the baccarat 
trial has returned a verdict against Sir Will- 
iam Gordon Cumming. : 

On this, the last day of the famous baccarat 
suit, some very familiar scenes were witnessed 
outside and inside the court. Possibly there 
may have been a change in the composition of 
the crowds drawn to the new law court in the 
hope of being present at the end ogfhis sensa- 
tional trial, but to all general and outward ap- 
pearances the same people who were around 
and about the courtroom Monday, June Ist, 
were there again today, though this morning a 
strong representation from the theatrical world 
were also to be seen sprinkled here and there 
through the audience. 

GENERAL WILLIAMS ON HIS FEET. 

The prince of Wales, to the disappointment 
‘of many, was absent. He was at the Ascot 
races. 

The proceedings opened with a most sensa- 
tionalincident. The lord chief justice had 
hardly taken his seat, when General, Owen 
Williams stepped to the front of the bench and 
said, his face pale with emotion and his voice 
husky with feeling: ‘‘My lord, I have to ask 
your protection. Yesterday Sir Edward Clarke 
thought proper—” 

Here Solicitor General Sir Edward Clarke 
sprang to his feet, and, interrupting General 
Williams, exclaimed: ‘I ask your lordship to 
interfere, and that General Williams should 
not be allowed to make a statement, as he has 
not the privilege of doing so.”’ 

To this General Williams hotly replied ina 
ringing voice, all trace of huskiness having 
disappeared under the influence of the angry 
feelings which animated him: I wasaccused 
of an abominable charge.“ 

Here the lord chief justice interfered, say 
1 * “I do not remember the expression, but 
I do not think that you can be allowed to 
speak.“ 

THE GENERAL SETS DOWN. 

But General Williams persistedin being 
heard, remarking angrily: We were accused 
of sacrificing an innocent man. This state- 
ment was made without any evidence being 
brought forward for its justification.”’ 

Lord Coleridge again interrupted the gen- 
eral: cannot hear any statement from you, 
and immediately commenced his summing up, 
while General Williams retired, frowning and 
greatly discontented, to his seat, where he re- 
ceiv the condolences of friends, who had 
come with him to court in order to hear him 
defend himself from allegations made yester- 
day by the solicitor general in the latter’s 
summing up for the plaintiff. 

HOW THE VERDICT WAS RECEIVED. 

From the time the jury retired to deliberate 
upon their verdict until the momént they re- 
turned to court, only fifteen minutes elapsed, 
showing apparently thatthey were of one 
opinion as to the merits of the case. 

The announcement ofthe verdict was re- 
ceived with slight hissing in court, upon the 
part of those who were in sympathy with the

THE SUMMING UP. 

The lord chief justice, at the opening of his 
speech, explained to the jury atlength the 
difference of an action for slander, as this is, 
and an action for libel.

But if the jury thought 
that the charges they made were not 
true, and that Sir William Gordon Cum- 
ming did not do anything wrong while playing 
baccarat at Tranby Croft, in September last, 
then their verdict must be for the plaintiff. 

Lord Coleridge then entreated the jury to 
keep their minds steadily on the evidence and 
the evidence only. He analyzed at Jength the 
evidence given by the plaintiff, which evi- 
dence, he said, was well worthy of considera- 
tion. The plaintiff, he added, had his count- 
ers on a piece of white paper, and would have 
been less likely to be detected if he had, as 
others did, put their counters on the cloth of 
the table. 

During another portion of his summing up, 
Lord Coleridge said that the prince of Wales’s 
presence at Tranby Croft was sufficient to ex-

Continuing his reference to the prince of 
Wales, Lord Coleridge said that the prince 
was, he presumed, “A gentleman, and the in- 
stinct of an honorable man was to range him- 
self on th® side of his friends. If the prince 
did not believe the story he would have made 
it a point to show the world that he did not 
believe it. But he (the prince) has not met the 
plaintiff since.“ 

NOTHING TO DO WITH THE CASE. 

A military tribunal, the chief justice added 
in substance, would judge if the proceedings 
with which General Williams and Lord Cov- 
entry were concerned formed an infraction of 
the rules and regulations governing the army, 
so with that point the jury need not trouble 
themselves. He (Coleridge) did not know if 
the gentlemen had or had not broken any mili- 
tary rule, but if they had done so, in the chief 
justice’s opinion, they had done so with the 

st of motives, 

Lord Coleridge also said that he did not 
know why the jury had been informed that it 
was impossible for the names of the prince of 
Wales and General Owen Williams to remain 
on the army list if the name of Cumming was 
eliminated therefrom. This had nothing to 
do with the case. The jury’s verdict would 
not have the slightest affect upon the military 
authorities in one way or other, so far as the 
gentlemen mentioned were concerned. 

THE SIGNING OF THE PRECIS. 

Proceeding to the consideration of the pre- 
cis drawn up at Tranby Croft, and setting 
forth an outline of events which took place in 
regard to the baccarat scandal, the lord chief 
justice said that the precis was not in evidence 
in the case, and that it was merely a state- 
ment of the affair written by one of the wit- 


nesses in the suit. 

Lord Coleridge then turned his attention to 
Cumming, though his eyes were kept contin- 
ually upon the jurymen, and not upon the 
plaintiff. : 

During this branch of his discourse Lord 
Coleridge severely criticised the baronet’s con- 
duct after leaving Tranby Croft. Referring to 
events subsequent to September 10th, the day 
on which the Tranby Croft party may be said 
to have broken up, his conduct then, according 
tothe chief justice, was not of a nature tend- 
ing toindicate that the plaintiff was innocent 
of the charges brought against him. 

At another and later portion of his charge, 
Lord Coleridge, referring to the criticism 
which has been heaped upon the prince of 
Wales since the affair first became public, for 
the share the heir apparent had taken in the 
Tranby Croft episode, said in the main that 
England was not onlya free country, but a 
censorious one. The life of the prince of 
Wales, like thatof every other person of rank, 
was continually made the subject of public 
comment. 

“The prince of Wales,“ Lord Coleridge 
added, somewhat pathetically, ‘i 
goes through many boring ceremon 
what . he did introduce baccarat into a great 
house? | 

In the absence of any portion of the scandal 
being directly connected with the prince of 
Wales, Lord Coleridge could not imagine how 
any harm could be done the monarchy, to the 
prince or to anybody else; adding si - 
cantly, though some . le might have 
asked when they heard of the trouble at 
2 Croft, Why did he not read his 

ible?“ 

„But,“ said the lord chief justice, nobody - 
was any worse for a hard- wor ng man taking 
his pleasures among his friends.’ 

“Did the — believe that the plaintiff 
signed the dishonering document in which he 
stated that he had cheated at cards; and did 
this save the prince of Wales? Was not the 
consequence far too great for the cause?“ 
pn Coleridge said, in addition, that he 
could not understand how a man could give 
away all for which life was valued and all 
which made life worth living. 

The lord chief justice wound up his charge 
to the jury with the following emphatic, not- 
to-be-easily-misunderstood remark, after what 
he had already said: 

“T send you, gentlemen of the jury, to do 
your duty, and adapting the noble words of 
great men to this occasion, when you pass 

our judgment upon Sir William Gordon 
umming’s honor, I pray you recollect your 
own.“ 
The effect of the verdict on mili circles, 
it 1s * understood, is that Cummi 
will romptly cashiered from the army an 
— from all clubs of which he is a mem- 

r. 
The summing up of the lord chief justice 
during the aftérnoon was undoubtedly more 
strongly against Cumming than were his re- 
marks during the trial. 

TAKING A LAST LOOK. 

The audience, especially the fashionably 
dressed ladies in the galleries, paid but little 
attention to the summing up and charge of 
the lord chief justice. On the contrary, the 
ladies chatted together continually, occasion- 
ally raising their lorgnettes or opera glasses in 
order to obtain another good look at the prin- 
cipalsin the Tranby Croft developments. 

On the other hand, Cumming and all the 
defendants gave their undivided attention to 
every word uttered by the lord chief justice. 
When the case was finally given to the jury, 
everybody seemed reliev The jury was 
absent only fifteen minutes. During the few 
minutes that the jury was out the 3 
sat quietly in his usual seat, reading a big batch 
of letters. His brother-in-law, Lord ddie- 
ton, and other friends, who sat near Cumming, 
were very nervous and clearly showed it by 
their actions and continuous, hurried whisper- 


ing. 
THE CONSPIRATORS TREMBLE. 

The five defendants were also nervous and 
chatted in low tones with their friends, evi- 
dently being most anxious to hear the result, 
and to get away from the scene of their seven 
days of torture.

A Severe Midnight Encounter with a Mad

All the dogs 
known to have been bitten have been con- 
fined. 

Duncan came to town, and Dr. A. S. J. 
Stovall cauterized all the wounds but one. 
Duncan procured a mad stone to try its virtue 
on that wound, but the result is not yet 
known. Duncan will live in anxiety, agony and 
terror until he can ascertain what the result 
will be on the dogs that have been bitten and 
confined. 


THE RAZOR USED. 


Alf Bugg, a Negro, Assaults and Stabs His 
Employer. 


LAWRENCEVILLE, Ga., June 9.— [Special. 
About noon today, on the public streets of this 
place, Alf Bugg, colored, severely cut and 
stabbed R. H. Smith, walking boss of Captain 
Parish, contractor on the Georgia, Carolina 
and Northern road. He was one of the negroes 
who struck Friday, and trouble has since been 
brewing. It appears that Bugg demanded of 
Smith to go to the commissary, and, upon his 
refusal to doso, Bugg began to curse and 
abuse Smith, whereupon the latter struck the 
former with an ax handle. 

As quick as lightning, and with the ferocity 
of a tiger, he jumped at and grabbed Smith. At 
once the deadly razor was seen, and in the 
twinkling of an eye Smith had two long 
gashes carved across his body from two to 
three inches deep under the left arm, and 
turning from the back to the breast bone. 

When the blood began to flow, Bugg un- 
loosed his victim, and ran down the streets, 
hollowing for the marshal, but in the mean- 
time had givena negro comrade his razor.

With Mrs. Meridy Smith, of Carroll 
County—Her Government Pension. 


not be genbrally known that there are but ten 
widows of revolutionary soldiers in the entire 
south, and it is perhaps still less known that 
one of these has her habitation in Georgia, in 
Coweta county. Such is the case, neverthe- 
less, though she has lived so quietly and se- 
cludedly for several years past that her exis- 
tence has been well-nigh forgotten. Mrs. 
Meridy Smith is her name, and she is the 
widow of William Smith, who emigrated from 
North Carolina to this state in the early part 
of the century. She was married to him in 
1831 or 1832, being his second wife. 
Impelled partly by curiosity, and partly by 
a desire to obtain such information as might 
be of historic interest or value, a Coxsrrrvu- 
TION reporter procured a team not long since 
and drove out tosee Mrs. Smith. She resides 
on Mrs. Stamp’s farm, about ten miles north 
of town, occupying with her granddaughter a 
little two-room house set apart for their ex- 
clusive Upon arriving at the place and 
stating th ject of his visit, the reporter was 
promptly ushered into the presence of the ven- 
erable woman, who greeted him kindly and 
invited him to a seat, apologizing for the some- 
what disordered state of the room. She 
evinced a cheerful willingness to taik, though 
her conversation was so rambling and dis- 
jointed that the thread of her narrative was 
frequently broken by remarks that had no 
bearing whatever upon the subject at hand. 
Her garrulity seemed torun mainly on every- 
day affairs, and it was with apparent effort 
that she recalled events and incidents of her 
early life. She is now verging close on to her 
ninetieth year, though she seems well pre- 
served, and, considering her extreme age, is 
unusually active and sprightly. She informed 
the reporter that she slept well, had a good ap- 
petite, and with the aid of a cane had no dif- 
ticulty in making her way over the house and 


grounds. 

Her mental faculties seem but slightly im- 
paired—that is tosay, she talks coherently and 
volubly on all common-place subjects, but her 
mind has evidently lost that retentive quality 
which would make a reminiscence of post revo- 
lutioniary times either interesting or accurate, 
When questioned as to her husband’s career as 
a soldier in the revolutionary war, she either 
knew or remembered nothing that would be 
valuable as a contribution to the history of the 
struggle for American independence. All 
that she could remember was that her hus- 
band was a native of North Carolina; that he 
enlisted in Colonel Austin’s company or reg- 
iment, and that the last battle in which he 

articipated was at Colonel Austin’s house, in 
N orth Carolina. Her description of this event 
was about as follows: After a lengthy cam- 
paign through North and South Carolina, 
Colonel Austin's company, or regiment, en- 
camped for a few weeks near Austin’s home, 
in North Carolina. This was the point of the 
company’s enlistment, and most of its mem- 
bers resided in the community. Apprehend- 
ing no attack from the enemy, all. the 
men except twenty-five were given fur- 
loughs in order that they might visit their 
families. During their absence a roving band 
of tories discovered the remnant of 
the company (or regiment) at Aus- 
tin’s and made a sudden and fierce at- 
tack. The continental troops were greatly 
outnumbered and took refuge in Austin’s res- 
idence, being closely pursued by the tories. A 
pitched battie then occurred in the house, and 
the slaughter was so great that the blood of 
the killed and wounded stood ankle . on 
the floor. The tories were finally repulsed, 
but only nine of Austin's men survived to tell 
the tale. One of the survivors was Smith. 
She dwelt impressively upon this gruesome 
scene, and during the recital frequently ad- 
verted to it. 


„Gineral“ Washington, but was not sure that 
he had ever seen the general. He entered the 
continental army at the age of sixteen, served 
six years and six months, and according to her 
statement, died at his home in this county at 
the advanced age of 103. His death occurred 
in 1860 or 1861. 

He wasa frequent visitor to Newnan for 
years before his death, and when in his 
cups” one of his favorite bywords was Hell- 
nation!“ From this peculiarity he obtained 
the sobriquet of ‘“‘Hellnatién’’ Smith, by 
which he was more familliarly Known than 
as William Smith. He was quite illiterate, 
and left no papers of historic value. 

His widow has no means of support save the 
$12 per manth doled out by the government, 
though on this niggardly pittance she con- 
trives somehow to feed andclothe both her- 
self und her granddaughter, She asked 
eagerly if the reporter thought there was any 
prospect of getting the government to in- 
crease her pension allowance, but when 


voted all the government’s money away 
to support the poor yankee soldiers who had 
survived the war, she seemed greatly dis- 
tressed. She finally concluded, however, that 
she would try to get along on $12 per month, 
though it was “mighty little for a body to 


live on.“

THE WILSONS TURN PALE. 

Mrs. Arthur Wilson and Mrs. Lycett Green 
were also noticed to turn: pale when the ver- 
dict was rendered, and were evidently badly 
frightened when they heard the hisses which 
greeted it. The two ladies stood for several 
minutes whispering earnestly with their coun- 
sel, and then, accompanied by their hus- 
bands, they passed slowly out of court 
with bowed heads, nobody speaking to 
them, and, to all appearances, objects of 
much dislike. In fact, so frightened and 
downcast was the bearing of the defendants, 
unless Berkeley Levett 2 that any- 
body would have taken them for people who 
had just had a crushing, withering verdict 
rendered against them instead of being, ac- 
cording to law, victors in a long series of well- 
contested legal battles in which the honor of 
an entire family was pitted against the honor 
of a man who had just been non-suited. 

“The Wilsons win“ had as if by magic 
spread from the courtroom tothe crowd out- 
side, and from there all over London, and it 
was again made evident, as the defendants 
drove away, by the chilling manner in which 
they were regarded that popular sympathy 
was with the guest of Tranby Croft, whose 
future was now as black looking as that of a 
man condemned to a long term of imprison- 
ment for some heinous crime. 

SYMPATHY FOR THE PLAINTIFF. 

In the meanwhile how different was the 
greeting extended to Sir William Gordon 
Cumming. 

When the Wilsons had disappeared the bar- 
onet stood up and gratefully and smilingly 
shook hands with Sir Edward Clarke and 
with others who pressed around him with 
many cheering words of sympathy for the man 
whose career was thus blighted beyond all 
hopes. Thesoldierly form of Sir William, 
instead of shrinking beneath the blow which 
had been dealt him, seemed to be proudly 
drawn up to its full height as he walked 
slowly but steadily to a little table nearby, 
donned his overcoat, carefully placed 
his hat on his head and, accompanied by Lord 
Middleton, walked out of the court by one of 
the private exits, followed by the pitying 
glances of the ladies, who still remained in 
the galleries, anxious to have a last glimpse of 
the victim of the Tranby Croft baccarat play- 
ing. 

SIR WILLIAM CHEERED. 

Sir William and Lord Middleton were no 
sooner recognized as they entered the latter’s 
carriage than they were loudly, 
repeaiedly and euthusiastically cheered by 
dense, excited crowds, packing every ap- 
proach tothe new law courts, this reception 
contrasting vividly—most significantly—with 
the totally different mannerand dead silence 
with which the Wilsons were greeted as they 
drove away. 

TALK WITH A JURYMAN. 

One of the jurymen who was interviewed 
After the court had finally adjourned, said that 
there was no doubt, from the first moment the 
jury had entered the private room, as to how 
the verdict would go. Each juryman, he 
said, was asked whether he was for plaintiff 
or defendants, and each . was given with- 
out hesitation and immediately ‘‘for de- 
fendant’s.”” One juryman (frankly ad- 
mitted that he sympathized with 
the plaintiffs, but he was so struck 
with the unanimity of opinion which prevailed 
in favor of the defendants, that although he 
would have liked to have found for the 
plaintiff he said that he could not 
conscientiously do so in face of 
the evidence which had been presented in be- 
half of the defense. The interviewed jury- 
man said in conclusion that it appeared to him 
that the jury had made up their minds as to 
their verdict before the lord chief justice 
summed up and made his charge. 

AN OVATION AT ASCOT RACES. 

The prince of Wales was present at the As- 

cot races, in company with the princess of 


Wales and her daughters, Princesses Victoria 


and Maude. The prince and other “‘royalties’’ 
drove in state from Windsor castle to the 


grand stand, being preceded by the Yeomen 
Prickers (volunteer * horsemen) in dazzling 
uniforms of green and scarlet, headed by one 
of the baccarat trial witnesses, the earl of 
Coventry, as master of the buckhounds. 
Enormous crowds of people lined the route 
along which the procession passed. Many 
people were curious to know what kind of a 
reception the prince of Wales would get from 
the public on his first public appearance 
after his recent experience in court. Bets 
were made that the prince would be received 
very coldly, but the royal party was cheered 
most enthusiastically by thousands assembled 
along the roads between Windsor and Ascot. 
Some people ascribed this enthusiasm partly to 
the fact that the popular wife of the prince of 
Wales was by his side. 
WHAT THE PAPERS SAY. 

Lonpon, June 9.—Referring to the result of 
the baccarat case, The Post says: 

We do not desire to add tothis anguish over the 
sad ending of a brilliant career, but the fact re- 
mains that the signing of the document rendered 
it impossible for the eminent and dextrous coun- 
sel to rehabilitate the honor which Cumming 
himself treated so lightly. 

The News says: 

In our judgment no other verdict was possible. 
Cumming signing the paper was damning. Pub- 
lic disappointment is due not to dissatisfaction, 
but the inadequateness of the verdict to meet the 
varied aspects of the scandal. The prince of 
Wales failed in the middle course he adopted, but 
roved that his attempt was more 
than a grave indiscretion. The pity of it all is 
not there, but in the presence of the heir 
to the throne at the h of a baccarat table. 
The prince is bound to a pure, simple and cleanfy 
life, as an example to his future subjects. Woe 
to monarchy when it can no longer perform what 
may fairly be called its last surviving use.

THE EFFECT OF THE SHIPMENT. 

Kansas City will no doubt find that the car 
shipped from Meigs, Ga., is a drug on her 
market, and the commission man who sells 
them, if he is aware of their condition, should 
be boycotted by both the growers and the buy- 
ers, for if a car of good melons is shipped to 
him people will not buy them be- 
cause they have been swindled 
with the green ones already shipped.

The Crazy Emperor. 

The emperor of Germany exhibits a lack 
of mental equipoise. Intoxicated with a 
sense of power, he is continually going to 
crazy extremes, and every now and then he 
shocks Europe with a new outbreak of bar- 
barous absolutism. 

Some months ago he seemed to have es- 
poused the cause of his people, even the 
humblest of them; but it appears that he 
proposes to treat them as if they were little 
children, exacting childlike acquiescence in 
whatever it pleases him to do. Not long 
ago he said in a speech There is but one 
master in this country and I am he.“ It 
was the saying of a despot and provoked 
world-wide indignation, but it contained 
nothing comparable in brutality to a more 
recent utterance. In addressing some spring 
recruits the other day, he said: 

I warn you, who are mostly young countrymen, 
against the social democrats. Always remember, 
the oath you have taken binds you to me. The 
Bible says the girl who marries leaves father ang 
mother and follows her husband. I say to you, 
baving taken the oath of soldier, follow me im- 
plicitiy, shooting even father or brother without 
question or hesitation, when ordered. 

This is tragic despotism. Shoot father or 
brother! Why should this barbarous ex- 
tremity be suggested in time of peace? 
These are Russian methods brought into 
Europe; the young emperor of the Germans 
is aping the Muscovite czar. The social 
democrats are the objects of his special dis- 
pleasure, and one of them was sentenced to 
two months’ imprisonment, not long ago, for 
some plain talk about a small arms factory, 
and a private inthe regiment of musketeers 
was sentenced to five years’ imprisonment 
for singing at the barracks the socialist song, 
A free man am I.“ 

Such measures as these will stimulate rather 
than suppress the socialists—democrats; 
the emperor is laying plans for his own un- 
doing. Such words as shoot father or 
brother will breed nihilism in the empire, 
and perhaps lead to the destruction of the 
man who utters them.

His busy pen has already proved 
itself a positive factor in the building up of 
many southern towns, and the metropolis of 
northeast Georgia will occupy a prominent 
place among them. 

A British Military Critic. 

Lord Wolseley’s recent papers on our civil 
war have not given satisfaction to American 
readers, 

The British commander speaks in high 
terms of the great federal and confederate 
generals, but his manner is patronizing, and 
he does not hesitate to say that our war pro- 
duced no veterans, and that the armies on 
both sides were armed mobs rather than dis- 
ciplined soldiers. 

Fortunately, our critic has been answered 
on this point by one of his own ablest offi? 
cers, Colonel Charles Chesney, who after a 
close study of our military operations wrote: 

“If any man’s claims to be regarded asa 
veteran are to be measured by the amount 
of actual fighting he has gone through, the 
most seasoned soldiers of Europe are but as 
conscripts compared with the survivors of 
that conflict. 

Wolseley’s superficial knowledge of his 
subject crops out in a number of surprising 
misstatements. For instance he describes 
Wade Hampton’s dashing horsemen operat- 
ing on the line of Sherman’s comimunica- 
tion between Nashville and Louisville! 

Naturally, many American readers will 


_, ask what this man has ever done to qualify 
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writes: “Of Lord Wolseley’s last expedi- 


tion the least said the better. It would re- 


open a painful chapter in our national dis- 
grace. There was no fighting in the Riel re- 
bellion, and in the great battle of Tel El 
Kebir only eighty-seven were killed. Yet 
for this last campaign Wolseley was made 


major general commanding, and given 
$125,000, Since that time his command in 


Ireland has not materially strengthened his 
claims to military distinction. 

The old soldiers in this country who 
fought through the greatest conflict of 
modern times will be inclined to regard this 
general as a mere holiday, dress parade 
warrior. It will be difficult to convince 
them that he has the capacity and exper- 
lence needed by the critic who arrogates to 
himself the task of passing judgement upon 
the men and the conduct of our war. 


The End of the Baccarat Case. 

The verdict for the defendants in the bac- 
carat case will not surprise many people. 

England will have to be pretty thoroughly 
leavened with democratic ideas before an 
English court will bring public disgrace upon 
the heir to the throne. 

In this scandalous case the court sided 
with the defendants all the way through,and 
lent its influence to bring about a verdict in 
their favor. Such a result was to have been 
expected, and it does not have a feather’s 
weight with the public. 

An incident at the close of the trial shows 
the drift of popular opinion. The defeated 
plainti¢, Sir William Gordon-Cumming, 
wan greeted with cheers when he left the 
cou , while the victorious defendant, 
Wilson, was utterly ignored. 

Gordon-Cumming loses his suit and loses 
his social position, but the Wilsons are dis- 
graced, and the prince of Wales has lost 
nearly all of his popularity. At this moment 
there are millions of Englishmen ready to 


blush with shame at the thought that this 


royal blackleg and libertine will one day 
claim, by divine right, to be their ruler and 
the head of their church! 


Dishonesty at a Premium. 

It now turns out that Bardsley, the de- 
faulting city treasurer of Philadelphia, has 
been crooked for the past fifteen years or so. 

This fact was known to a great many peo- 
ple, and yet it did not prevent his election. 

It is also stated that Bardsley has paid no 
taxes for several years. 

Nor is this all. The rascal cannot be 
prosecuted for perjury as well as embezzle- 
ment, because he was never sworn in as city 
treasurer! 

When the people of one of the most prog- 
ressive and prosperous cities in the union 
are so lamentably slack and so criminally 
negligent as to let a tax-dodging crook slip 
into their most important office without even 
taking the oath required by law, what can 
be expected but dishonesty? 

The fact is, such gross carelessness puts a 
premium on dishonesty, and tempts men 
into crooked paths. It is hard to tell who 
should be locked up—Bardsley or the voters 
of Philadelphia. 


The Republicans Hedging. 

Senator Blair made a remarkable state- 
ment toa Washington ene the other 
day: 

„ think,“ said Mr. Blair, ‘that the next 
republican platform will declare in favor of 
the free coinage of silver. I believe the old 
party will pull itself together, will meet the 
demands of the people and will win in 92. 
I believe I could write the plank in the 
party platform now: ‘We believe in the free 
coinage of silver and gold as legal tender for 
all debts, public and private. 

What does this mean? Senator Blair 
stands near enough to the administration to 
get the appointment as minister to China. 
In this same interview he makes a friendly 
prediction that Harrison will be renominated 
by the republicans, Doubtless Mr. Blair 
was taking soundings for Harrison when he 
outlined this silver plank to the Washington 
reporter. 

It may seem a strange thing for the re- 


| publicans to have under consideration, as it 


is against all their traditions, but that does 
not signify. At the very time when McKin- 
ley was making the coffin for the republican 
party, Blaine put in the reciprocity clause, 
which, as a quick method of tariff reduction, 
has placed the Harrison administration on 
the democratic platform, so far as the tariff 
is concerned. 

This is a curious sign of the times. It is 
one of the numerous evidences which show 
how rapid and radical is the change of senti- 
ment on this question in the middle and 
eastern states, 


The Massacre in Hayti. 

It is with unspeakable sadness that the 
world must look upon the terrible occur- 
rences in Hayti; not only because of the 
sufferings of the innocent, the ruthless 
butchery of thehelpless and the murder of 
the unoffending, but because of the tragic 
emphasis which it gives to the failure of a 
race in the experiment of self-government. 

Out of the bosom of the dark continent, 
these people came to labor for the Caucas- 
ian. The climate was congenial to their 
nature and they multiplied and grew strong. 
Finally this great savage race rose in its 
might and threw off the yoke, massacring 
Frenchmen and driving them from their up- 
land plantations to the shore. The black 
man became his own master, and for many 


‘long weary years his feeble attempt at self- 


government has been watched by the civil- 
ized world. Although this island was not 
of great extent and the population a mere 
fragment of the race from which it sprang, 
the result was awaited with world-wide in- 
terest, for the verdict of this experience was 
expected to apply to a large part of the 
human race, embracing hundreds of millions 
of souls. 

It is needless to review the history of 
Hayti. Through the journal of Sir Spencer 
St. John, the English minister, and through 
accounts which have come tq the United 
States from time to time, the degredation of 
the island has been painfully apparent.

island. Toussaint grew to majority under 
white influence and had such affection for 
his tutors that he would not join the insur- 
rection until he had conducted the director 
of the estate toa place of safety. With the 
departure of the Caucasian and the absence 
of his influence, the ideas of the race seem 
to have fallen into hopeless confusion, Its 
history has been anarchy and the world 
stands aghast at its bloody scenes. 

The question is beginning to be asked, 
how long shall this bloody farce go on? Is 
it right that the world should let these peo- 
ple go on butchering each other, the strong 
preying on the weak until desperation pro- 
vokes a bloody revolt? If Europe is called 
upon to take measures for the suppression 
of the slave trade in Africa, neighboring na- 
tions cannot wholly escape responsibility for 
allowing this butchery of human beings to 
go on in the black republic. 


The Outlook for the Fall, 

Although the business of this country is 
disturbed by the uncertainty with regard to 
monetary affairs, and some apprehension 
has been felt that the difficulties of last fall 
will be renewed with the movement of the 
crops afew months hence, our situation, 
despite the loss of some millions of gold, is 
essentially a strongone. Unexpected re- 
sources have been placed in our hands to 
meet whatever contingency may befall. 
From present indications, we will have an 
enormous surplus and Europe will have a 
distressing shortage of grain. In addition 
to this we are not indebt to Europe as we 
usually are at this time of the year, and 
there are no such balances here to the credit 
of Europe to be drawn upon in payment for 
American cotton and grain. 

The indications are that the exports of 
grain and cotton to Europe will have to be 
covered largely by remittances of specie 
from the other side, and in this way, we 


will more than recoup our losses of the pre- 


cious metal. 

While the failure of crops abroad is so 
severe that the price of bread and cereals in 
foreign markets has gone up like a rocket, 
the harvests of this country promise to be 
the largest we have ever had. A wheat 
crop of 500,000,000 bushels is expected, and 
upon the basis of domestic consumption 
heretofore observed, this will leave an enor- 
mous surplus of 140,000,000 bushels’ for ex- 
port. The shortage in Europe makes our 
increased surplus salable at a higher price. 
In the light of the latest estimates of an in- 
creased production on this side of the water, 
the price of wheat is 10 to 12 per cent higher 
than it was in June of last year. The New 
York quotations are 1.08 against 954, and 
the probability is that Europe will become 
indebted to the United States not less than 
$150,000,000 for wheat alone, or 50 per cent 
more than she usually has to pay us for that 
crop. As we have now a comparatively 
clean score in the account with Europe, it 
follows that the balance of trade and the 
flow of currency is likely to be in our favor. 
An enormous corn crop at increased prices 
will augment this balance in our favor, and 
the outlook is that the United States -will 
occupy an almost impregnable position in 
the monetary world this fall. 

On the contrary, the signs of the times 
are by no means favorable for Europe. The 
shortness of the crops, coming at a time 
when England and Germany are both in- 
volved in the financial troubles of weaker 
countries—England in South America, and 
Germany in Italy—has already caused the 
bankers to adopt extraordinary tactics to 
force exchanges in their favor. There is 
already a crisis in Portugal and another is 
impending in Spain, where a bankrupt gov- 
ernment, which is unable to borrow money in 
the open market, leans heavily on the bank 
of the nation, absorbing a large part of its 
issues, and leaving smaller amounts of 
currency than usual for the general use of 
the country. 


i. 
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Is Insanity Increasing ? 

The Chicago Inter Ocean has the follow- 
ing comment on a recent census report: 

In 1889, according to the census bulletin, there 
were treated in public and private institutions 
7,535 insane persons, while in 1881 there were only 
56,205, showing an increase in the number treated 
in asylums in the nine years of 41,330, or 73.53 per 
cent. The percentage of increase, when compared 
with the percentage of increase in population, 1s 
24.86. This does not indicate an increase in the 
proportion of insane persons to population, but 
rather a great increase in the amount of asylum 
accommodations provided. It means that many 
of the insane formerly crowded in infirmaries and 
jails are now better cared for in hospitals or 
asylums. 

Taking the figures for geographical divisions as 
derived from public institutions alone we have 
these results: North Atlantic division—Insane, 
36,595; population, 17,401,545; ratio, 2.10 to every 
1,000. South Atlantic division—Insane, 11,288; 
population, 8,857,920; ratio, 1.27. North Central 
division—Insane, 28,690; population, 22,362,279; 
ratio, 1.28. South Central division—Insane, 6,820; 
population, 3,027,613; ratio, 2.25. Of the Western 
division insane, 4,598, or 67.42. per cent, are in pub- 
lic institutions in Califernia. Here is abundant 
proof for reflection. Besides the regular public 
asylums maintained in each state, there were 
thirty-eight private institutions in the United 
States in 1889. There were 2,060 patients in these 
private asylums, and these patients represent the 
class that is able to pay for private treatment and 
wishes to shield the misfortune from the public. 
This formidable array of nearly 100,000 insane is a 
moral and economic commentary on our life and 
times that should be carefully studied. 

It is evident from these figures that insan- 


ity 1s not increasing out of proportion to 
population, but it will shock some people to 
learn that we have nearly 100,000 lunatics. 
If we could get at the full statistics of past 
generations, we believe that a larger per- 
centage of insanity would be credited to this 
country fifty years ago than is at 
the present time. In the past but little at- 
tention was paid to the insane unless they 
were violent and dangerous. There were 
few asylums, and thousands of harmless 
lunatics were permitted to roam at 
almost unnoticed and uncared for. Now, it 


is altogether different. We are more hu- 
mane, and at the same time more regular in |

About the only official who has no opposi- 
tion is Cap Joyner, chief of the fire depart- 
ment. Sincehis first election Chief Joyner 
has been so faithful and successful that no one 
has dared oppose him for the place.

Uished a story regarding Lieutenant White's 
withdrawal from the Zouaves. 

The story created a great deal of talk among 
members of the company, and a special meet- 
ing was called to make official denial of some 
of the statements made on Lieutenant White’s 
‘side of the case. 

The meeting amounted to sensational di- 
mensions. It is the first unpleasantness that 
has occurred in the Zouave ranks since the 
company was organized. 

Here is the official action of the company: 

Epitor ConstirvTion—In your issue today we 
noticed an article headed “A Row in Camp,” 
which we, the Atlanta Zouaves,” desire to cor- 
rect. J. A. White, formerly first lieutenant of 
the Atlanta Zouaves,” applied for a leave of ab- 
sence for the period of thirty days, for the express 
purpose—as he stated to the company—of visiting 
relatives in the eastern states. His application 
was approved by the captain of our company and 
colonel of our battalion, and regularly for- 
warded to the adjutant general. Prior to 
this, however, the company had used 
every effert to get Mr. White to devote at least 
one week of his vacation to the company. It being 
the first regular encampment we considered it his 
duty to be there with us. He positiuely refused to 
grant our request, and his office being an import- 
ant one, a committee was appointed to confer with 
the adjutant general, and, acting under his sug- 
gestions, a resolution was offered at our company 
meeting, “asking Mr. White to either attend the 
encampment or tender his resignation as first lieu- 
tenant.” He chose the latter and his resignation 
‘was accepted. 

Now, as to the statements in today’s paper. 

1. Mr. White never once stated tothe company 
that his business would detain him, but, to the 
contrary, stated that it was solely a pleasure trip. 

2. We resorted to no underhand method to ob- 
tain his resignation, but, to the contrary, as be- 
fore mentioned, used every effort to get him to go 
to the encampment. And, after his positive re- 
fusal, we consulted higher authority as to 
what steps should be taken.

It extended, so far as explored, about sixteer 
square acres. Over the entire area the earth 
is generally slightly burned, has a reddish 
color, isintermixed with many pottery frag- 
ments, streaks of ashes and fragmentary animal 
bones, such as bear, deer and turtles, together 
with a great eee ps ase pas in stone and bone. 

A skeleton of about seven feet long, of very 
large size, was found with 140 beads of bone 
about the neck. Near by were other skele- 
tons in different positions, some extended full 
length and of large 3 others with 
the knees in close proximity of the head, with 
the arms crossed above the heart. One hada 
large stone upon the breast. All had poe 4 
of beads made of shell or bone about the neck, 
in some cases there being no less than 350 
beads on one string. 

The craniums showed teeth in a fair state of 

reservation, and indicating that the inhab- 
fants lived on vegetable diet. The beads 
found are of all shapes and sizes, many being 
cylindrical, the most remarkable, however, 
being the ones of larger size made from the 
columella of a large marine 5 es. The 
spiral groove on the side is quite well pre- 
served. A few bone beads, with a groove cut 
around asif for division, were found. A num- 
ber of beads of bear and wolf teeth were also 
ound. The specimens found showed that 
they had all been made by hand and indicated 
a high degree of skill and patience. 

Many other relics were found and preserved. 
It is thought that this prehistoric village ex- 
tended further, and further explorations are 
being made. 11 this connection it may be 
said that the famous mound at Mounds ville, 
known the country over, is in danger of being 
cut down and the dirt hauled away to fill u 
new ground. The Historical and Archmologi- 
cal Society of the state have been en- 
deavoring to buy it, but have not yet raised

THE OMNIBUS DRIVERS’ STRIKE. 


No Change inthe Situationin London—Peo- 
ple Walking. 

Lonpon, June 9.—Theposition of the strike of 
the employes of the omnibus companies is to all 
intents and purposes unchanged. The Road 
Car Company only started twenty-five of its 
omnibuses today, and the General Omnibus 
Company’s vehicles are ata complete stand- 
still. The result naturally is that pirate“ or 


cab“ omnibuses are reaping a haryest of 


fares. The pirates,“ it should be added, are 
plying with the consent of the omnibus 
employes’ union,and, in addition,several unions 
omnibus lines have Jbeen permitted to start 
their vehicles, having conceded the hours of 
work and other terms asked for by the men. 
Many of the owners of pirate“ buses have 
sent agents into the provinces in order to bring 
into the city as many omnibusses as possible. 
In consequence of the enforced idleness of 
London omnibuses, horse car lines are be- 
sieged with people and find themselves unable 
to carry one-quarter of those traveling upon 
tram cars. % The strikers now show signs of 
alarm at the great increase in the number of 
„pirate“ buses, and are discussing the advis- 
ability of limiting the numberof these ve- 
hicles which the union will allow to ply for 


to as much inconvenience as possible, with the 
view, the strikers claim, of bringing the pub- 
lic to support the strikers. Strong squads of 
police are protecting all the omnibus compa- 
nies’ yards, which, as usual in all strikes, are 
surrounded by crowds of loafers in addition 
to pickets stationed there by the strikers. The 
latter keep their temper admirably and appear 
to be sanguine of ultimate success. 


TWO BIG DAMAGE SsUITS 


Brought by Preachers Against a Brother 
Minister. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., June 9.—[Special.]-— 
The sensational damage suits of Rev. R. 8 
Sampson and Dr. J. S. Manker vs. Rev. T. C. 
Carter, editor of The Methodist Advocate, are 
on trial in the circuit court, on a motion by the 
defendant on demurer tc dismiss the suits. 

The cases grow out ofthe publications in 
The Methodist Advocate denouncing Dr. 
Manker and Rev. Sampson as primé movers or 
conspirators in the recent church trial in which 
Dr. Carter was accused, and acquitted of im- 
moral conduct. Sampson sues for $25,000 
damages. Manker's suit is for $60,000, there 
being three counts to his declaration. 

The attorneys for the defense contend that 
the grounds alleged in the declarations of the 
plaintiff are inefficient to constitute an action, 
and are, therefore, contending that the cases 
be thrown out of the court, and not allowed 
to go to trial. Arguments were concluded 
this morning, and Judge Traynor now has the 
cases under advisement, and will render a de- 
cisionin the morning. These suits create 
much interest on account of the high standing 
of the parties in the northern Methodist 
church. 


BURNED TO THE GROUND. 


A Freight and Passenger Depot Destroyed 
by Fire. 


CHARLOTTE, N. C., June 9.—[Special.]— 
The freight and 8 depot and telegraph 
office of the Carolina Central Railroad Com- 
pany, at Laurinburg, was burned to the 
ground this morning about 1 o' clock. It was 
a frame structure, and the fire did quick 
work. The railroad men, aided by the citi- 
zens, succeeded in saving most of the freight. 
The depot was packed with guano and mer- 
chandise of other description. The loss on the 
merchandise outside of the fertilizers was 
slight,not amounting to more than $2,000. The 
exact amount of the loss on fertilizers cannot 
as yet be ascertained, but will be very large. 
That the fire was of incendiary origin there is 
but little room to doubt.

THE QUARLES QUARREL. 


The Last Act in the High School 
Sensation. 

The last scene of the last act of the high 
school sensation occurred yesterday morning 
before Judge Kontz. 

It was the trial of Mr. A. H. Quarles, the 
half brother of Miss Laramore, for a violation 
of section 544 of the city code. ‘

Recorder Kontz stated that the reason he 
had not allowed the trial to be private was be- 
cause of a law requiring all males to be tried 
in open court. . 

Mr. Quarles pleaded guilty to the charge. 

‘Wishing to find out the extent of the dis- 
turbance, Judge Kontz asked for the witnesses 
to be sworn. 

Miss Sargeant was the only one present, and, 
objecting to being sworn, was allowed to make 
a statement. 

She stated that Mr. Quarles had come to the 
school and accused her of acting cruelly to his 
sister, Miss Laramore. He spoke in a distaste- 
ful manner, and attracted the attention of a 
teacher some distance off. 

Mr. Quarles admitted that the statement of 
Miss Sergeant was indisputably correct, and 
disputed no pointof her testimony. Through- 
out he acted in a most becoming manner, and 
seemed to greatly regret that he had done any- 
thing wrong. He stated that, believing he 
had a precedent, he merely wished his sister 
relieved of wearing a second honor ribbon. 
He used the word “‘cruel’”’ when Mrs. Sergeant 
said his sister could not receive a diploma un- 
less she wore a pink ribbon and sat on the 
stage.
